met in joint session Friday raornin.,' and 
heard protests against the pa^ge 'of 
any laws restricting foreign immigra- 
tion. Edward Rosewater. editor and 
proprietor of The Omaha Bee, made the 
first address. He stated that he repre- 
sented a number of German societies of 
other nationdlMds in the weit, aMlp«>- 
posed to tell the committef o( t^ views 
they entertained on the subject Mi. 
Rosewater reviewed briefly the history 
■A immigration from the time of the 
declaration of independence, and stated 
that the qneetion naturally followed: 
"To what extent shaU this right of im- 
migration be abridged or extended by 
the United States?" 

At the present time he said the ratio 
of immigration w;ih on tiie decrease. 
Since 184 7 ithirty-threc yeai-sagol S*,fl:W,- 
(S.Ho immigrants had limded at the port 
of New 'iork. The time had not yet 
come, he believed, when immigration 
should be restricted. He was born in 
Bohemia; his brothers were born in this 
country, lie claimed to be a i good as 
his brotheis. The accident of birth did 
not make them any better than he. This 
belief in pride of National birth he be* 
lieved to oe a survival of barbaric fanat- 
icism. The pauper labors transplanted 
on this side oi the ocean were generally 
BupjKised to injure the interests of our 
lalioring pt-ople. This, he c<mtended, 
was n»/t to. When the pau{)er lattorers 
came to this country their condition be- 
came l>etter. Their wants were (greater, 
and they consefjuently became greater 
conBumers. The native lalMjrers had 

Siven up the heavier kinds of lalior, and 
lese immigrants were nwded to take 
their places. The Americans who 
worked oo the streets and railroada to- 
day were comparatively few. 

Coder Senator Mitcnell's immigration 
bill persons differing from the popoular 
Democratic idea would be piuhibitcHl 
coming to this country. Persons who 
believed that there was something wrong 
with die awchineiy of government were 
claesed as Sooialhds. Senator Micohell's 
bill would prohibit their immigration to 
America, yet Edward BelUun^ and 
Henry t^feorge, who were rank Socialists, 
were a. lowed to live here and distribute 
heir books about the co ntry. 

in answer to a question of Senator 
Chandler. Mr. Rosewat^-r said that he 
l)elie\ ed that the present laws were ade- 
quate for the exclusion of undesiralde 
immigrants. Those who ha<i committed 
crime, wlio were pau|MM's, andwbooame 
under contract were e.\lcuded. 

Richard Hartholdt. editor of The St 
Ix)ULs Tribune, remi to the committt'e a 
protest to congress from a conference of 
Oermaii-American societies, held in 
Washington a few days ago. The pro- 
test ^ted that the societies "Respectfully 
but most earnestly object to and remon- 
strate against the passage of any and all 
of the measures now before your honor- 
able body, designed to materially change 
the present Nattonal laws on immigra- 
tion and naturaluatton." Some of the 
reasons for the protest were that the 
proposed immigration measures were 
fraught with the same spirit that caused 
the rounders of the United States to rise 
in relxdlion against a British tyrant; that 
the industry and intelligence of the im- 
migrant have Itecn a cliief factor in de- 
velupiii^i the country; that the immi- 
grants ha\'e always been devoted patriots 
t<) the I nil' 1 1 t.ites: that the proi)osetl 
change is n .••illeil for; that tht! scheme 
proposed i.T I oprai ticable. and that onr 
existing laws, if rigidly an I honestly 
enforced, alfttrd ample j^irotection against 
all undesirable and criminal immigra- 
tion.'*

South Carolina, convened Thursday, with 
Judge J. H. Hughes on the bench. His 
honor's cliarge to the ;,rand jury was full 
and forcibte with regard to' the recent 
lynching of eight negro prisonera.

It the perpetrators of so foul a murder 
can b>- ui.scovere<l. let it be done, aad tha 

law be vindicated. 

"No iM'ople can flourish who have or- 
gani/ei! mob law. The harm done by 
such act-i is inc.ilculably severe. Wheu 
men go to jail, taice prisoners away and 

fiut tiieni to death, tney inflict a fright- 
ul l;low on their state and community. 
Such lawli^ssness should be deprecated, 
should b(> ciie< ked, and I hope there if 
sufficient patriot ism and love of law 
order to check such crimes. '

A NEW CHARTER 



And a Modern Municipal Govern- 
n)<*iil Needed, hut Liet the 
People Elect Their 
Officers*

DoM the Olty o( Majrirille oce^ • bet- 
ter moniciptl governmont, and is it nee* 
ewary to obtaia a nuw city charter? This 
it M importBOt qaeetioo wbieh dboaid 
concern our people. 

Oar present charter was adopted io 
1883. SiBoo that time there have been 
many amendments to it, which htve 
been a sacceasion of rapeala, partial re- 
pe«le and entancomeBt of poirerp, nntil 
our present charter is a chaotic m tss of 
inoongruitiae, neither comprehensive nor 
praotioible. It was approred eeveateen 
years before our present St>*te Constitu- 
tion was adopted, which requires that 

Tlia CItjr Court of LonUvllle, iba Lexington 
Ultjr Ooart and oU elAsr poUf oowrta saall re- 
main entU oMerwlsa diraoted bf law with 
tbalr piesent powar* and JarladieUon, and tbs 
Jadgw, elarks and murabala of saeb warts 
shall bave iha same qaalifloatloa, and shall 
be elected by the quallfled voters of such 
OttieH or (owiiN lit NHiiie ;iinf> and in (liu same 
mauunr uinl hol<l lUeIr ofU '«s fir the same 
time an County Jadfas, Ulerks and aberlff!!. 
rwpeo lively. 

Oar oity obarter pro?idea that the 
Mayor and Marshal shall b« elecie I 
on the first day of January each year. A 
BBmber of oitiee, baring uhartera aimllar 
to ours, hail many perplexing; lej^al qm-s- 
tiODS to grow out of the election of oth 
oen, and, after appealing to the bigheet 
tribunal in the S'ate, applied to the Lex- 
islatitre and had their old charters dis- 
lolTed and new ooea granted. The 
sevent aaotion of oar praieat chartor pro- 
vides that 

The Mayor of the City uf MayHvtlle ataall be 
tbesbiaf eseoaitve officer ol said oorpuratlon. 
* * * Resballbavepowartosammouajnry 
laalloaass triad bators bim wben thepertlM. 
oreltbar ol tbaa,rsqatrelt. BesballtaHTeez- 
elnalve oitslaal JurlMliotloa In all oases lor 
the vlolatloD of ibe ordlnanoesof tbeolty. He 
Hhull have the like juriadiollou wlthia the 
llmitH ot (lie city timt Justices of the Peace 
iiuvH civi raHsauUsHDd i)attery and rlolajroau 
and aalawful asHemblles. 

It is to be observed that the above seo- 
tion u lit 'H (h« pfiwer to enforce and the 
power to interpret the law in one uffi er, 
the Mayor. Government, wbethi*r feil-| 
eral, State or municipil, HhoiiM b- Hi- 
vided into three distinct depariiuenta — 
the legislative, the ezvoative aad the 
judicial. Moniesqmea said: "Th^rrt 
can be no liberty where the let- 
ielBtive oBd Jadieial powers are anited 
in the name person, or body of 
magiftratee," or " if the power ot jadK- 
iag be BOt eeparate from the legislative 
•n I executive powers." 

There are three good reaaoaa for the 
1 iijr of Mayrrillo Beediag a better uB' 
nioipal ftoverament and a new charter. 
Fint, oar city obarter ia not comprehen- 
ilve, Bor Is it praetieable (nrtheadmlaia- 
tration of the fiscal, prndentiol tad BISBio- 
ipel coocerns of the oity. 

Second, if oar priacipal city ofless are 
not legally elected, then they are dt facto 
cfloers and bave not tha.lseBi.aathority 
to protect the people. 

Third, our present city government 
doee not consist of well-defined legisla- 
tive, ezeontive and Jodicial departments, 
bat by the rharter all the p'twera of gov- 
ernment are " vested in one principal 
priocipal officer, the Mayor, and one Oity 
Ooumil." 

Our Oity Oooncil, wrestling with tbe 
8aV)ject of the new charter, find it is not en 
easy taak to study the social phenomena 
of the people of Mayaville, and to draft a 
charter that will meet the practical wanta 
and necessities and give them a good mu- 
nicipal government. We believe theOity 
Council has the public welfare at heart, 
but there is too much party spirit in its 
deliberations. It destroys that conserva- 
tism so essential to a careful considera- 
tioa ol the general good. If we are to 
have a municipal government with the 
legislative department to make laws, the

eial, to iBterprot tbe laws, we mosi eere- 

fully look to tbe limiiini; of these powers, 
j their ezlnnt and operation, and guard 
'•gMfast ianoratloa. 

' Wh;»t is the executive depurtinent of 
government 7 It is the power to execute 
I the laws, not H ovenetthelaborinffwunMpon 

the tlrefli. 

What is the legislative departmeot of 
goverameBt f It is tbe power to oiake 

laws— no< todo^ wotktg/or IkspMjpIs and 

elect officen for thtm. 
IM OS earefally examine the reasons 

g ven by the City Council for their elect- 
ing oar city ofiScers. Tbe first is, the Oity 
Ooanoil is renponsible for tbe reveoaes of 
1 1« city. VVh.it new responsibility has 
the Oity Council taken upon themselves 
in the new charter 7 Thev do not give any 
security. They willbarethe powerto vote 
for appropriations oat of the city reve- 
nuea, and while this is the extent of their 
reaponsibilities, the people are legally 
bound and responsi'>le for the payment 
of the same. Our city officers, whether 
elected by 'he City C 'uncil or by the 
people, must exeoate bond to tbe Oity of 
Mayaville. 

The sec ^nd reason is, an apprehension 
of the danger from the vicious element 
of BO'-iety in our elections. There is an 
attempt to ring the alarm bell "bummer" 
to justify Council in arroifating to them- 
selves the power of electing our 
ofllcers, which should properly be- 
lont; to the people. Take the peo- 
ple of Mayaville in the aggregate, and 
they are intelliiient and eapeble of self- 
government. If they are capable of 
eievtiuK " City Counci*, they are also 
qualified to elect all our city officers. It 
is an encroachment upon the rittbta of 
the people for our City Council to de- 
prive them of being the source of politi- 
cal power. The tjreat privilejiH of suflFrage 
is the fundamental right of republican 
government, sad It is essential to the 
welfare of society that the j^oyernment 
have a common interest with the people, 
and the officers whodisobarge the poblic 
trust have an Immediate dependence on, 
and b« in clode sympat ly, with the 
people. W hen there enters into govorn- 
ment "a will independent of society 
itself," it can not work harmoniously in a 
ropanliean form of goTernment. It 
properly belon^H to an arhiirary ai)poini- 
iog power which, at best, ia a pernicious 
soearlty, and will soon degeaerate, and 
co:ubiiiationH will be formed more gigan- 
tic and corrupt than the evils the Council 
is BO apprehensive of from tbe bad ele- 
ment that takes part in our elections 
Why du we need a munitipal govern- 
ment 7 Because the passions of men will 
not conform to the dictates of reason and 
justice, without coastraint. But we 
should not close our eyes to the lessons 
observation serves to teach us. We live 
in a country remarkable for its growth, 
development and expansion. Large 
cities have been built within the life- 
time of a single individual. We have 
extensive opportanitles to stady muni- 
cipal tfovernmenL Has it been foaad ia 
the administration of municipal govern- 
ment, that a body of select men act with 
more rectitude or greater disinterested- 
ness than tbe individaal members nf 
society 7 What Is oar experience 7 Di> 
not our Marshals that bave been elected 
by the people compare favorably with the 
Deputy Marshals that have been choeen 
by tbe Ooancil ? This will, '* independ- 
ent of the people," baa been obaei^ed to 
work the oppoeite to a power to constrain 
evil in municipal government, aa is to be 
noted by tbe licentious and corrupt 
worka ot tbe Tweed Ring in New York 
and aimllar combinations in other dties, 
where corrupt combinations have sprung 
out of the arbitrary appointing power of 
a few indlTidoala, who have placed their 
own choeen ones in power, who neither 
respected tbe will of the majority nor the 
rigbti ol the minority, bat have beea In- 
struments in the hands of a tew men to 
Kloat and fatten un the public. We 
have an abiilinft faith in the wiHilom, 
goodneaa and moral support of the people 
to maintain a good city government. Let 
candidatee for our city officers come be- 
fore tbe people. Let character, reputa- 
tion and capability be tbe active influ- 
ence that commneds them to their sup- 
port for office. Under these limitations, 
let the door to our city offi es stand open 
to merit, and let the people vote for oar 
officers. 

The Citv Council should give the peo- 
ple a good city charter that will secure 
to them a good government, but they 
should leave the people tbe right to aelect 
the oOorai to odadoMter it. Ouio.

"The Rrusaian oooetitution and the 
constitution of the (^ermaq empire leave 
to prerogative an incomparaiiiv wider 
fiela than it occupies in the Knirtish sye- 
tem. Two views of these dcM-uinenta — 
for both the oonstitutioas are written 
(iocuments of Bpeciflc purport— are held 
in (irermaiiy. The advance<l ryi>>eralB re- 
gard them as bcgiimin^s of a cotiKtitu- 
tional development, from which in time 
representative institutions may grow to 
their full stature. Mnce Bismarck haa 
declared that ha does not admit this con- 
struction, and that the coiiHtitiition of 
the empire is a limit laid down and 
agreed upon by which the (ierinan na- 
tion has said to the ad^''ancing tide of 
Democracy: 'Thus far and no further.' 

"William I ia believed to have shared 
this opinion, and it would aeem to be 
held by William II, judging by his 
speech ftt the dinner given by the pro- 
vmcial diet of Brandenburg on Thurs- 
day, March 8. The Conservative view 
Ik that the advanced Liberals in endeav- 
oring to make the most of the position 
and powers of the roprtwiitativt' assiMn- 
bly, are trying to stvain the tprtiiu of a 
perpetual compact ami >^ u\ i^naut. 

"This is the explanntion of I'rinci^ Bi8- 
marcl{"8 great hitternens a^^ainst the 
party which best represents the princi- 
ple of Liberalism is (Jermanv, and this 
IS the reason he described the Liberal 
leaders as 'enemies.'. 

"Behind the Liberals the anxious Con- 
servatives see the Social L>emioera{i,who, 
though on all points of doctrine at issue 
with the Liberals, are yet often in the 
kaleidoscopic shifting of majoritiM 
found to vote on th* mm» rid*. 

'*The (jooial Dfmocrata monortr, are 
prof dasedly oppoied to the eziltint con- 
■iMtddoli of society. Further fo the left 
an found the Polei and Alsatians who 
proteat avtinst the empire in its present 
•stent Tha emperor appears to be, at 
least ia regard to the meaning of the 
conatitutiOn on the Conservative 'plat- 
form.' which includes all kinds of Con- 
servatives and the ao-callod National 
Ijberals, His speech on March 6, ex- 
pressed the feehngs with which these 
{MTties re^ardfid the 9ucct(«s of the Liber- 
als and Social I *einocrat-> at the polls. 

"fio mfinar(;li in Kngland, since the 
Tudors, has liaJ a j)Ower cotnp.irable to 
that of the (Jermati em|>eror and King 
of Prussia. The emperor in the above 
aaentioiieil sfxjech referred to the Em- 
peror William I, and to the Oreat 
Elaotor. W illiam I gave tlie impulse to 
tile social legislation, which luM.bMn 
the peculiar characteristic of (}ermaily 
in recent years, and in this directioii the 
gnuidron will follow in his (uotsteps. 

"The m it elector rnvMents t ery dlf- 
ftMM aShtet^maaii. PmiNlM htotoriaas 
•ologiye him as the ooBwUdator of the 
aaomftihy, in the iwaa that he nuuje 
B^indenpurg, Prussia, and the Rhenish 
ddohiea as far as doesiltle mto a sin;.:;le 
Hta(e. The jiidii ious American histor- 
ian of I'ru-sia, Jlr. Tattle, regardH him 
with avers ion as the suhvurtorof the an- 
cient lil erliejs alike of Hrainleiil urg, of 
Ea^t PniMsia and of the duchies.
